Leavers or the Firemen’s union have called a 
nationwide strike starting with four great railroads 
on April 26.

Press services yesterday reported the 
House action in restoring the 16,000 beds 
cut from the Veterans’ hospital building 
‘program as a “rebuke to President Tru- 
man.” 
~ Ima sense it was. But, in another very 
real sense it was, and is, an example of 
why it is difficult to have economy in gov- 
ernment. Congressmen were all for cut- 
ting out unnecessary beds so long as the 
reductions were in districts other than 
their own. Local ehambers of commerce 
and delegations from affected cities take 
the same attitude. The result is new hos- 
pitals are being built and wartime hos- 
pitals, still serviceable, are being aban- 
doned. There is a vast lack of common 
sense and concern for the public welfare 
which could be in effect with no harm 
cone the veteran. The veteran wants treat- 
ment—not local political patronage. 
There goes on in veterans’ politics a 


fight to provide free beds and treatment ° 


for all veterans who incur illness or dis- 
ability after their service connection has 
ended. Veterans’ organizations are split by 
it. As it now stands the ambiguous law has 
been interpreted to mean that when there 
is a vacant bed a veteran suffering from a 
non-service injury or illness may occupy 
it. There are those in the medical profes- 
sion who fear what might happen if a 
large percentage of the public were pro- 
vided with free medical care and hospit- 
alization via veterans’ hospitals. They 
fear it would mean the immediate coming 
of some form of federally administered 
program for the whole country with the 
medical profession regimented under the 
veterans’ bureau or an associated one. 

It is a complex problem, and the usual 
one, of politics and local pressures. The 
House would do better by following the 
Hoover report.

H Last Fall the crops failed because of drouth, Farm- 
unger ers’ income is desperately low. There is much hunger. 

The Associated Press reports stocks of goods are greater than 
ever and the government has enough money for relief measures 
and to increase imports. Business failures are increasing. 

All this is grist in the Communist mill. They find it easy to 
begin agitation for kicking out the oil companies. They blame the 
hunger and misery on the United States and Great Britain. The 
ruling class géts all the aid and all the profits and all the benefits, 
they say—with some justification. 

The Soviets covet Iranian oil. So, they push the program of 
“Oil for the people—not for the Western Imperialists.” 

The situation is disintegrating rapidly. : 

The Middle Eastern right flank link of Western strength is 
endangered. 

There is just one thing left to do. We must talk tough, as 
we did in Greece—and force the Shah to reform immediately and 
substantially. And we must keep an eye on our domestic issues

Tito Is Calling for Help 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia—There is no better illustration. of the 
sudden extension of American world responsibility than a simple 
and perhaps troublesome fact that is visible here, The official 
American policy, of keeping this small distant and rather unhappy 
country going on~a hand-to-mouth basis, is no longer practical. In 
the old, happier and simpler days, this would hardly have mattered. 
But now, all the great problems of the cold war are involved in the 
extremely delicate issue that will soon confront us in Yugoslavia. 

In brief, two things have happened that urgently demand the 
development of a new American policy toward Yugoslavia. Despite 
occasional, rather grudging loans from the Export-Import and World 
Banks, the Yugoslav foreign exchange position has steadily grown 
more and more grave. At this moment, by all the signs, the Yugo- 
slav government must quickly receive further hard currency credits 
in order to avoid the alternative disasters of abandoning the five- 
year plan or increasing the cruel sacrifices of the masses. 


: In the eyes of Marshal Tito and the men around 
Determined him, abandonment of Yugoslavia’s five-year plan 
is almost unthinkable. To weaken this effort of national develop- 
ment would be to impair the country’s power to resist Soviet ag- 
gression. It would also weaken the hold of the leadership on the 
rank and file of the Yugoslav Communist Party. In short, this would 
be an act suggesting that perhaps the Cominform was right after all, 
which cannot be considered. 

At the same time, the changes in Yugoslavia, already reported 
in this space, have made Marshal Tito and the men around him even 
more reluctant to demand further sacrifices from the Yugoslav peo- 
ple. Because Yugoslavia is evolving in an un-Soviet direction, they 
want to lighten the pressure, not increase it. This is why an im- 
portant member of the Yugoslav inner circle, Viadimir Popovic, is 
being sent to the United States to get the needed additional credits, 
including even credits for consumer goods. 

At a guess, what the Yugoslav leaders really want is enough 
cash to tide them over the present emergency, plus a long-range 
understanding with the United States, and a resulting guaranty of 
adequate annual aid over a reasonable period. In the present con- 
text, “adequate” aid for Yugoslavia ought probably to be defined 
as about $150,000,000 a year for five years. While the Yugoslavs will 
not officially ask for any such sum, this is the amount needed to 
give the new tendencies now working in Yugoslavia the fullest 
chance to develop. 


. It is urgent to understand two aspects of this new is- 
Delicate sue that will shortly confront our policy makers. First, 
our relations with Yugoslavia are still astonishingly delicate. Tito 
and the men around him have obviously begun to question their 
former religious faith in the universal wickedness of the West.

As for any overt attempt to interfere in Yugo- 
slavia’s internal politics, demawding concessions as the price of aid, 
this will provoke an instantaneous and most damaging explosion.

The lives he influenced in his 40-year tenure at Georgia Tech, the countless charac- 
ters he moulded, the hundreds who are better men today as a result of his efforts and 
example, all these are a part of his estate and humanity’s inheritance. 


Possessed of common sense and an uncommon sense of humor, intolerant only of 
frauds and phonies, Coach Alex’s perspective and philosophy are sorely needed in this 
strident hour. The world is fortunate that he will live on not only in the minds and 
memories of the thousands whom he directly influenced, but also in the hearts of those 
who, while they never got to know him, cherish the things for which he stood.

The Wax People Are on the Job 


WASHINGTON—From a lady constituent, who has read some of my pieces 
about the Government’s blue potatoes, I have a query regarding red ones, which 
turn pink when mashed. Pink potatoes and gravy, says she in tones verging 
on the frantic, are as bad as bacon and green eggs, or bread and lavender milk. 

| A psychological thing, maybe, but this color scheme causes her to lose her appe- 
tite and her husband to wonder, darkty, what she has put in his food. 


These mysterious potatoes as bought ty her 
at the grocer’s are red and shiny in the bin. 
They are the prettiest potatoes she ever saw. 
But when she boils 'em with the skins on, the 
water turns red. When she peels ‘em, they are 
pink inside. When she serves them mashed, they 
look like a dish of peppermint ice cream. 

Her problem I have taken to Whitney Tharin, 
the boss man of the National Potato Council, 
who knows more about potatoes dyed, dumped, 
and subsidized, probably, than anybody else. 
Within the last few weeks, he says, some po- 
tato dealers have taken to waxing their spuds. 
This not only makes them shiny like automo- 
biles, but preserves the contents. Keeps out the 
air and thereby causes the potatoes to stay 
longer than nature intended. 


This process has not yet been standard- 
ized. It may be that some potate men have 
been gilding the tuber with red wax. After 
all, says Tharin, some orange growers spray 
orange-colored wax on their fruit and no- 
body kicks about that. He is not in favor 
of pink potatoes, you understand, but he 
says if my lady will quit werrying, he is 
certain that soon her potatoes will stop 
blushing. As soon, that is, as the artists of 
the vegetable shoppes learn better how te 
handle their waxes. 


That is not all. The boys are waxing canta- 
loupes, holding in the aroma and keeping it out 
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of the butter. They are spraying wax on ba- 
nanas which then will keep for weeks, in or out 
of the icebox, without developing black spots. 
They are even waxing pickles, which, thus treat- 
ed, need not be kept in the jar. 


They are experimenting with the waxing of 
tomatoes and eggs. If this thing progresses any 
further, you probably can burn your refrigera- 
tor because you won't need it. 


This wax business—and I doff my hat to the 
pink potato lady for tipping me off to another 
great industrial development—seems to have put 
the kibosh on the metallic overcoat for grape 
fruit and avocados. 


Well do I remember when the moguls of the 
metals trade appeared before various senatorial 
committees shortly after the war with samples 
of the wonders they were about to produce. They 
brought magnesium beer barrels, stepladders, 
and collar buttons. I hefted one of their mag- 
nesium wheelbarrows with one finger. 


They brought along an assortment of 
fruit and vegétables, which looked like jingle 
bells off of Christmas trees. Each carrot, lemon 
and rutabaga was wrapped in aluminum foil 
colored red, green, blue and yellow. You never 
did see such handsome vegetables. 

But I have not yet seen eggplants, cauli- 
flowers or plums wrapped in metal. ' guess it’s 
easier to spray wax on a potato than to do it 
up, like a bonbon, in golden foil.

“Yes, m’am, somet! ing sure 
went wrong about that opera 
traim coming here this morning 
with the stars on board. People 
started coming in here around 
9 a m. asking about train from 
S* Louis. At first I didn’t think 
too much about it, because we 
have twc morning trains from 
there, one at 8:35 and another 
at 9:55. 

“Well, the people kept coming 
in wanting to know if they could 
go down to the tracks to see the 
stars. One couple had their 
beby; the man looked like a 
Japanese to me and he had a 
pretty wife and baby, too. They 
asked about: the train and when 
I was talking to them a nice- 
looking lady with gray hair, real 
young-looking, though, came in 
and asked if the train was on 
time because she wanted to park 
her car near the entrence and 
wondered if she had time. Then 
I saw a newspaper photographer 
come in and one of. the people 
wandering around mentioned 
that and said, ‘Let’s follow -hhim, 
then we will see all the big 
stars.’ 

“T began to get interested 
then, because I knew that we 
had no word about ‘a_ special 
coming in and there had been 
no special cars on the morning 
train, and the paper announced 
that they were coming in at the 
Union Station. That’s a bit nat- 
ural, for the St. —ou's trains do 
con.e in here. Well, I called the 
Terminal Station, found out the 
train was due in there in about 
five minutes so I made an an- 
nouncement over the § station 
loud-speaker.

goers to his establishment, with capital and surplus $1,000,000. 
Lycett’s beautiful china was described with Victorian type, and 


Maier and Berkele offered to clean the jewels of any visitor to 


Atlanta who might like to drop in and call during the opera season. 


J. P. Allen and Company offered “splendid 
gowns”—“when you are ready, nothing comes amiss; and : 
feeling of assurance that such readiness affords is 
twice the cost,” and a poetic photographer named Stepnen- 
son, 381% Whitehall St. (over Kutz), declared “Our Lens is 
like Leve—Blind to every Defect.” 


Atlanta, it seems, had a new Rathskeller, operated by E. Weston, 
Manager (formerly Chef M. and M. Club), who offered especial 
attention to after-theater parties in the New Forsyth Theater Build- 
ing, and the “Best Built Car in America, the Locomobile,” was 
available for demonstration by appointment by William H. George, 
dealer. Its added attractions were a shaft drive and a chain drive. 

Ansley Park was a burgeoning section with 1910 a .record- 
breaking year for building. Gold Bonds and Six Percent Real 
Estate were warranted by the Atlanta Development Company (Long 
Distance Phone Bell 2598-M), with the guaranty that the bondholder 
could not lose one cent. “The entire capital of the company is 
behind it . .. all being invested in Atlanta dirt.” 

Victor Talking Machines had apparently not yet adopted the 
slogan “His Master’s Voice,” because the cocked head of the terrier 
was missing from a lonely-looking display advertisement, but Co- 
lumbia vaunted its latest model Grafonola called the “Regent.” 
Columbia records, reproducing the voices of Bonci, Zenatello, 
Destinn, Sammarco, Anselmi, McCormack, Bassi, Didur, Amato and 
Russ, were offered on Fonotipia Grand Opera Double-Discs. 

The drinks, offered to parched opera fans, were Zero-Cola, “free 
from drugs, appetizing and invigorating, five cents”; Ulaca, con- 
taining “no caffeine or other injurious drug,” and Pura Water, 
club soda and ginger ale, available in Taft Hall between acts. 

Seaboard Railroad offered 16 days of pure enjoyment, “‘a day 
in Washington, four days in Greater New York, day trip up the 
Picturesque Hudson, thence to wonderful Niagara Falls, across Lake 
Ontario to Toronto, down the St. Lawrence to Montreal, Montreal 
to Boston, through the beautiful mountains of Vermont and New 
Hampshire, thence Boston to Norfolk by sea”... all for $135. 


A fund of $50,000 had been raised to insure the success 
of the first opera season and 160 individuals and business 
firms put up the necessary money. With Mr. Peel, president, 
officers of the Atlanta Music Festival Association were 
George W. Wilkins, C. B. Bidwell, Ben Lee Crew and Victor 
Lamar Smith. 


It was a hard struggle, that 
first year, to raise the money in 
advance, but the program was 
declared the triumph of the ef- 
fort. “The readiness with which 
the citizens responded to the call 
was characteristic of the Atlanta 
spirit. Few cities in this favored 
land of ours have received such 
widespread advertising as At- 
lanta through this Grand Opera 
movement.”
